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A possible 
home for 
Heathens 
after talks 

IT’S being kept a secret but 
a possible new site to build a 
Dudley Heathens speedway 
stadium has emerged after 
talks with the council leader 
and club officials. 

Talks to resolve the long- 
running campaign reached a 
head when Heathens bosses 
brokered face-to-face talks 
with Dudley Councillor 
David Sparks. 

Almost two hours of dis¬ 
cussions took place between 
the parties examining the 
viability of different loca¬ 
tions in the borough. 

Officials are keeping 
tight-lipped on one possible 
site which was highlighted 
during the talks in recent 
days. 

Heathens chairman Nigel 
Pearson thanked Councillor 
Sparks and said he hoped it 
would mark a milestone in 
the campaign. 

The club called for the 
talks in a bid to push for¬ 
ward stadium prospects 
almost two decades since the 
downfall of the former 
Cradley side. 

Both Dudley and 
Sandwell councils have been 
approached by the Heathens 
in the past but a deal has yet 
to materialise. 

“I was very pleased with 
the meeting and he was very 
forthright and honest in his 
views,” said Mr Pearson. 

“We are looking at several 
projects at the moment and 
there is one site that is of 
particular interest.”

POOR TEAMWORK 

IN CHILD TRAGEDY

SOCIAL services in Dudley and Sandwell have admitted 
‘poor’ joint working in the case of an underweight little girl 
who died in a cold room while her mother watched a DVD. 


The failure of the two authorities to settle their differences over who should be respon¬ 
sible for the protection of 18-month-old Keidey-Ellese Earp was of ‘great concern’ to the 
panel that investigated the case. The Crown Prosecution Service made a decision last July 
that there should be no criminal action against any member of Keidey’s family following a 

police investigation into her death. 

Black Country Coroner Robin Balmain, 
who last week recorded an open verdict on 
the little girl’s death from a mystery illness, 
said it would be dangerous to say it was due 
to neglect. 

Keidey’s devastated mother Elizabeth 
Duffell, 22, said: “I would have done any¬ 
thing to stop my daughter’s death.” 

Dudley and Sandwell social services, 
together with other agencies involved in 
child protection, are implementing a total of 
around 60 recommendations for improve¬ 
ment from their own reviews of the case. 

And a review panel, led by social work 
consultant Alan Ferguson, has come up 
with eight overall recommendations. 

Sandwell Social Services had been moni¬ 
toring Keidey’s case since April 2011, when 
she was living at her grandmother’s home in 
the borough - but, when the family moved 
to Dudley, they were ‘wrangling’ about who 
should be in charge. 

Failing 

There were concerns that Keidey was fail¬ 
ing to thrive and not putting on weight. 

But it was not until December 1, 2011 - 
two days before Keidey’s death, after she 
had been left on a cot under a window in her 
cold bedroom at her home in Tansey Green 
Road, Pensnett - that Sandwell Council 
decided to launch court care proceedings. 

Mr Ferguson, who carried out a ‘safe¬ 
guarding children board’ enquiry following 
the death, said improvements centred 
around the way cases are transferred 
between local authorities and better liaison 
between their legal departments. 

Health visitor Heather Chaloner, who 
works for the Black Country Partnership 
NHS Trust, told how she had made frequent 
visits to 18-month-old Keidey and her 
mother in Tansey Green Road, Pensnett 
from May 2011. 

Mrs Chaloner said she had voiced her con¬ 
cerns to social services about the child’s 
weight and a Tack of engagement’ with her 
mother. 
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Speeding is 
top concern 
in webchat 

FEARS over speeding along roads in Hale¬ 
sowen was the main cause for concern high¬ 
lighted by residents during a webchat with 
a leading police officer. 

Sgt Martin Hall, who is responsible for 
both Halesowen North and South policing 
teams, went online to speak to people in the 
town about their concerns from 6pm on 
Tuesday. 

The majority of questions were how peo¬ 
ple driving at excessive speeds around the 
team could be tackled by officers. 

Howley Grange Road and Carters Lane 
were highlighted by residents as problem 
spots with both roads on school routes. 

One resident, who did not use a name dur¬ 
ing the webchat, said: “Speeding around 
Halesowen has increased dramatically 
recently. Two areas which have been identi¬ 
fied by myself are Howley Grange Road and 
Carters Lane. Both are school routes and it 
is only a matter of time before a collision 
occurs with a child.” 

But Sgt Hall said he did not believe issues 
concerning speed had increased locally. 

“When we carry out short speed initia¬ 
tives I am seeing better compliance with 
speed limits in general,” he said. 

Sgt Lewis said he believed a key to tack¬ 
ling speeding on roads was to make young¬ 
sters aware ofthe dangers. 

“One thing I would like to do is involve 
our schools. I believe making young people 
aware of the dangers would have a positive 
impact on their attitude to road safety when 
they are older.”

A HALESOWEN pub has come back from 
the brink of collapse to win an award. 

Management say The Lighthouse was los¬ 
ing around £3,000 a week while Coombs 
Road was closed for six months of repairs. 

But they say since the road reopened cus¬ 
tomers have been pouring in and now the 
business is back on track. 

In recognition of the turnaround, the 
pub’s parent company, Brains, named it 
Pub of the Month in its in-house publica¬ 
tion, Inn Profit magazine. 

Licensee Barry Woodward, aged 58, said: 
“I was delighted when I got the phone call 
telling me we’d won. It’s quite an accolade 
for the pub because it had been on its knees. 

“About three times I thought we would 


have to close. We were on the brink of col¬ 
lapse, but we’ve worked very hard and long 
hours to turn the place around.” 

Mr Woodward took over the pub with his 
wife Jane and sons Edward and Adam in 
February last year - but just two weeks later 
National Grid and South Staffs Water 
closed the road outside for utility works. 

Since then the pub’s interior has been 
repainted and the family has created a new 
menu to draw in customers. 

Dave Glew, the pub’s business develop¬ 
ment manager, said: “In all my years in the 
trade I have not seen anyone battle as hard 
as Barry to make a business work. 

“He really deserves all the success and 
recognition he is now receiving.” 


Review on 
crossing 
where man 
was killed 

A REVIEW will take place 
into safety at a crossing in a 
Dudley town after an elderly 
man was knocked down and 
killed. 

Concerns have been 
raised over the busy cross¬ 
roads in Brierley Hill out¬ 
side the police station 
following the serious acci¬ 
dent. Navy war veteran 
Arnold Soulsby, aged 90, 
died after being struck by a 
skip lorry while crossing at 
the Bank Street traffic lights 
on January 30. 

Ward councillor Rachel 
Harris visited the junction 
along with traffic officers 
from Dudley Council to see if 
any improvements can be 
made. 

Changes to the sequenc¬ 
ing of the lights will be con¬ 
sidered alongside the 
introduction of clear cross¬ 
ing signs for pedestrians. 

Residents spoke at a 
recent public meeting to air 
their concerns about the 
busy junction leading onto 
Brierley Hill High Street. 

Mr Soulsby, of Miles 
Court, in John Street, was 
thought to be walking to 
nearby shops when the acci¬ 
dent happened. Results of 
the review will be available 
in due course. An inquest 
has been opened and 
adjourned.

Tragedy of little Keidey 
who died in cold room 


AN underweight baby girl died after being left 
alone in a wet cot by a window for more than 
four hours - following months of “wrangling” by 
two social service teams about responsibilty.

Paramedics 


A Smethwick inquest 
heard last week that agen¬ 
cies involved in monitoring 
18-month-old Keidey amid 
fears for her wellbeing 
because she was failing to 
put on weight had imple¬ 
mented around 60 recom¬ 
mendations to improve the 
way they handle child care 
cases. 

Keidey weighed just under 
8.5kg, (191bs), putting her in 
the lightest 0.4 per cent of 
youngsters, just before she 
died. Expressing “sadness” 
at the death, John Poly- 
chronakis, chairman of Dud¬ 
ley Safeguarding Children 
Board, speaking on behalf of 
both authorities, said: “An 
independent review has 
been carried out which con¬ 
cluded this tragic death was 
not predictable or preventa¬ 
ble. 

“The report does, how¬ 
ever, highlight a number of 
areas of learning and identi¬ 
fies a number of recommen¬ 
dations, many of which have 
already been implemented.” 


She had been left in the cot 
but, when paramedics arrived 
at the house at 3pm on 
December 3, 2011, the child 
was lifeless on the floor. Miss 
Duffell, now of Newhall Road, 
Rowley Regis, told the inquest 
her lifestyle was chaotic when 
moving house. 

“I didn’t know if I was com¬ 
ing or going,” she added. Miss 
Duffell said the child’s father, 
Martin Earp, had given her no 
help in bringing her up. 

Sandwell social services had 
been monitoring the girl since 
April 2011, when she had 
been living with her grand¬ 
mother. But Keidey and her 
mother moved to Tansey 
Green Road, Pensnett, and 
discussions began about hand¬ 
ing the case over to Dudley 
Council. 

Consultant Alan Ferguson, 
who was commissioned to 
carry out an inquiry, said Dud¬ 
ley refused to accept responsi¬ 
bility unless “stable child 
protection plans” were in 
place. Her case stayed with 
Sandwell Council. Mr Fergu¬ 
son said: “There was dissent 
between the two councils.”

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Fears on 
shortage 
of medics 

AMBULANCE bosses have 
raised concerns about a 
shortage of paramedics in 
the wake of increasing 
demand on the service. 

Crews were called out to 
just over 12,000 incidents in 
the Black Country during 
March, with 15,340 in 
Staffordshire and just over 
14,000 in the West Mercia 
region. 

Across the West Midlands, 
the 76,958 incidents were 
5.1 per cent more than the 
service had expected. 

Barry Thurston, West 
Midlands Ambulance direc¬ 
tor of service quality, said 
various pressures from 
outside the service had left it 
short of numbers. 

He said: “There just 
aren’t enough hours in the 
system for the activity we 
have. At the moment, if we 
push in one place, it bulges 
somewhere else. We’re just 
desperate for more bums on 
seats.” 

Mr Thurston’s comments 
came following a presenta¬ 
tion by Nathan Hudson, 
general manager of the 
Birmingham division of the 
ambulance service, who told 
of the pressures faced by his 
colleagues. 

He said staff were 
working too much overtime 
and missing some of their 
training. 

inquest on 
woman, 40 

A WOMAN with a history of 
solvent abuse set fire to 
herself while sniffing hair- 
spray, suffering 90 per cent 
burns, an inquest heard. 

Sharon Hill, 40, was 
rushed to Birmingham’s 
Queen Elizabeth Hospital 
on April 17 but suffered a 
cardio respiratory arrest due 
to her injuries and died. 

The inquest on Miss Hill’s 
death was opened and 
adjourned at Smethwick 
Coroners Court. Black 
Country coroner Mr Robin 
Balmain said Miss Hill, of 
Rutland Place, Wollaston, 
had a history of solvent 
abuse.

Staff say the existing 
sports hall and changing 
rooms suffered severe water 
damage in recent years, 
forcing around £30,000 of 
running repairs. 

“We have a tradition of 
sporting excellence and I 
have a team of dedicated PE 
staff who have worked very 
hard over many years with 
sub-standard facilities,” he 
said. 

Plans for the all-weather 
pitch near the sports hall 
won approval from Dudley 
Council late last year. But 
the funding application for 
around £500,000 failed to be 
approved by government 
officials.

FROM eating cream cakes on a 
speedboat to diving into a 
mountain of toilet rolls - no 
dream is too big for charity vol¬ 
unteer Steve Ford who has 
made hundreds of children’s 
wishes come true. 

The 54-year-old works tirelessly to 
give youngsters,who have spent time in 
hospital, a day they will always remem¬ 
ber. 

Mr Ford has been running Wishing 
Well at Dudley’s Russells Hall Hospital 
for more than 20 years. 

And he has now reached a major mile¬ 
stone after the 500th wish was granted 
as 15-year-old Emma Belfort got the 
chance to have a driving lesson. 

Over the years, Mr Ford has granted a 
wide range of wishes, including Ben 
Thompson, who wanted to jump through 
a huge pile of toilet rolls and friends 
Alexandra Thomas and Laura Liptrot 
who ate cream cakes while zooming 
along on a speedboat. 

Surprise 

Children have met celebrities includ¬ 
ing golfer Justin Rose and singers Cliff 
Richard and Jason Donovan; ridden in 
helicopters and Ferraris and got close to 
their favourite animals at Dudley Zoo. 

A particularly memorable wish for Mr 
Ford was when a boy asked to visit the 
Concorde cockpit. 

After three unsuccessful attempts, his 
wish was hanging in the balance. 

But then to their surprise it was fourth 
time lucky as the lad and his brother 
were instead taken for a flight on the 
famous plane. 

Mr Ford visits the children’s ward at 
the hospital twice weekly to give forms to 
the children asking if they would like a 


special wish granted. They are aimed at 
children aged seven or over but he says 
any wish is considered. 

Mr Ford, of Ash Crescent in Kingswin- 
ford, said: “If I can set up something the 
children want then I will. 

“I just make a few calls. Sometimes I 
have to search for people a bit but, once 
I find them they’re so helpful. I think 
they actually enjoy it too.” 

Medical hardships are things that Mr 
Ford knows a lot about. 

Suffering from psoriasis and arthritis 
since childhood, he was forced to med¬ 
ically retire from his work at the Post 


Office, aged 21. He began driving a van 
but had to stop that when he needed hip 
replacements as a 32-year-old. 

Volunteering at the hospital radio in 
1983, however, brought him in touch 
with hospital staff and six years later he 
launched his charity. 

Spin 

“For a youngster in hospital away 
from their family and friends it can be a 
bit traumatic. I’m just trying to help,” he 
said. 

For teenager Emma who was the 
recipient of the 500th wish, taking a spin 


in a car was a memorable experience. 
The Redhill School pupil had wished for 
the driving lesson with Safe4Life after 
spending three days in A&E in February 
after a routine eye test discovered a con¬ 
dition called benign intracranial pres¬ 
sure on her brain. 

Her mother Karen, aged 49, of Had- 
cross Grange, Stourbridge, said: “She 
was so excited about having her wish 
granted and was really looking forward 
to it. Afterwards she even wanted to 
drive my car. We’re so thankful to Steve 
and to Safe4Life.”

A £200,000 scheme to build a three-story 
extension at Black Country brewery Holden’s 
has been further delayed, with work now not 
set for completion until July or August. 


Work at the brewery in

Scrap metal gang acted 
with 'military precision* 


THESE are the faces of three 
members of a gang behind an 
£81,000 metal raid in 
Kingswinford. 

A judge said the gang had struck 
with “military precision” and the 
defence said members behaved with 
“insouciance”. 

The thieves stole 112 tons of steel 
from Midland Steel Sections on the 
Gibbons Industrial Estate, after tar¬ 
geting the site soon after it closed for 
the weekend. 

Two stolen trucks, weighing 32 and 
26 tons each, were employed to make 
five trips loaded with the stolen steel 
during the weekend of MMarch 26 and 
27, 2011, the court heard. 

Around 63 tons of the haul, valued at 
£34,000, was delivered to the Oldbury 
Metal Recycling plant run by Lee 
Stanley in Parsonage Street, Oldbury, 
where it was discovered hidden under 
scrap metal by police after a tip-off a 
couple of days after the raid. He had 
paid £12,000 for it, the court was told. 

Confident 

A further 47 tons of the stolen steel 
worth £34,000 was found in Manches¬ 
ter and traced back to EMR, Wolver¬ 
hampton, which had bought it from 
Jarvis Metals, a scrap yard run by Joe 
Jarvis and his family in Ennerdale 
Road, Shrewsbury, where it had been 
dropped off by the gang. He admitted 
making £1,000 profit when he sold it 
four days later. 

Mr Gareth Morley, defending, said: 
“They must have been pretty confident 
that they were not going to be dis¬ 
turbed. They behaved with insou¬ 
ciance, coming and going as they 
pleased over a 36-hour period.” 

Paul Hawkins, aged 41 from Fell 
Meadow Way, Sedgley, who was the “go 
between” for the gang, was jailed for 
four years. Jamie Anslow, aged 31, of 
Newnham Bridge, Tenbury Wells, got

Part of the stolen metal. The raid appeared to be an inside job, the court heard 


30 months behind bars. Both were con¬ 
victed of conspiracy to burgle by a jury 
after a trial. Nicholas Tawse, 45, from 
Newark, Notts, was imprisoned for 38 
months after admitting the same 
offence. 

Lee Stanley, 38, of Skidmore Road, 
Coseley who pleaded guilty to two 
charges of handling stolen goods was 
jailed for two years, while Joe Jarvis, 
67, from Yockleton, Shrewsbury, 
received a two-year prison sentence 
suspended for two years with £1500 
costs after being convicted by the jury 
of one offence of handling. Sonny 


Smith, 44, from Newark, was given a 
32-month jail term at an earlier 
hearing after admitting burglary. 

Jonathan Bates, 24, from Beddows 
Avenue, Coseley, who was convicted by 
the jury of conspiracy to burgle, will be 
sentenced this month. 

Judge Michael Dudley told those he 
dealt with last week: “This was a 
highly sophisticated and planned bur¬ 
glary carried out with military preci¬ 
sion. 

“It is crystal clear that an insider 
was involved but the only insider pros¬ 
ecuted was cleared by the jury.”

Six decades of thrills 
and spills at raceway 


THE smell of petrol and the 
sound of finely tuned 
engines have rung out at 
Hednesford Hills Raceway 
for 60 years. 

During that time, thousands 
have watched racers go head- to- 
head in a show of burning rubber 
and crunching steel. 

The sport of stock car racing 
really took off in the 1950s and 
more and more tracks began to 
spring up around the country as its 
popularity grew. 

New locations for tracks were 
always being sought and in 1952 
Claude Roe decided to use the 
disused Scott House Reservoir as a 
racetrack. 

The reservoir which had been 
empty of water for more than 40 
years, was quickly pegged out and

stands erected around its outer 
edge. With racers flying around the 
shale track in modified saloon cars 
the racing would often get quite 
messy with crashes and spills. 

During the next few years, as the 
track’s popularity grew, Claude 
began to host other events there 
including live acts such as chart- 
topper Ruby Murray. 

But its popularity began to 
decline as race fans went to better 
established tracks. 

However it was at this point that 
legendary racer Bill Morris stepped 
in to give the track its second life. 
Left without a track following the 
closure of Tamworth raceway Bill 
could see the potential in Hednes¬ 
ford and approached the new 
owners Cannock Chase Council to 


see if he could buy it. Building work 
at the track began in the winter of 
1961 and was completed in the 
summer the following year. By 
June 16, the cars were lining up on 
the track for the first race as part of 
the FI stock car series. 

In the following year Bill intro¬ 
duced hot rod to the UK crowds 
which was based loosely on 
America’s NASCAR series. 

Highly modified versions of 
everyday saloon cars took to the 
newly re-surfaced track flying 
round at incredible speeds. This 
proved very popular and the track 
really took off. 

Hednesford would continue to 
rise in popularity during the 60s 
and 70s and in later years Bill 
passed the reins over to his son 
Martin and Philip Bond who set up 
Incarace which runs the track 
today.

Protection is 
boosted for 
historic glass 
making site 


A FORMER factory in the heart of the glass¬ 
making quarter in Stourbridge has been 
granted extra protection by heritage chiefs to 
prevent it from being demolished. 


They say Platts Glass¬ 
works has an important 
place in the Black Country’s 
heritage. 

Developers had hoped to 
bulldoze the buildings in 
Platts Road, Amblecote, last 
October. 

But councillors voted in 
favour of granting a tempo¬ 
rary order to halt demolition 
plans while an assessment of 
the buildings took place 
after being informed of the 
proposals. 

The order has now been 
made permanent by cabinet 
member for regeneration 
Shaukat Ali. 

It means any developers 
wanting to demolish the 
buildings will need to submit 
a full planning application to 
the council. 

Councillor Ali said it 
would mean the real impli¬ 
cations of the demolition 
could be assessed properly. 

“It also allows the views of 
others to be taken into 
account before any formal

decisions are taken,” he 
added. 

But the order does not 
mean that the site can not be 
developed in the future. 

Under previous rules, the 
council just needed to be 
notified if the buildings were 
going to be demolished. 

They would only be able to 
make a comment on the way 
it was done to ensure public 
safety. 

The 22-acre site was first 
used for glassmaking in 
1704. Platts Glassworks was 
run by Joshua Henzey III 
and was specifically de¬ 
signed to produce bottles. 

In 1836 it was sold to 
Thomas Webb and some of 
the buildings were rebuilt. 

In the 1920s, acid etching 
was pioneered on the site by 
F Williams & Company. 

They continued to be used 
for glassmaking until the 
late 1960s when some of the 
premises was demolished.

Car enthusiast's crash 
death ruled accidental 

A PENSIONER died when his car crashed into a tree in 
foggy conditions near his home, an inquest heard. 

Philip Luscott-Evans, aged 78, who was known by his 
middle name Maurice, died on January 10 after he lost 
control of his car on the A451 Stourbridge to Kidderminster 
road, opposite the Park Gate pub. It is believed the retired 
advertising consultant misjudged the junction, minutes 
from his home near Kidderminster, due to fog on the night. 

The crash happened at around 12.40am as Mr Luscott- 
Evans, who lived in Hurcott Road, Hurcott, was driving his 
red Vauxhall Agila. The car collided with a tree off the car¬ 
riageway and he was pronounced dead at the scene. 

Multiple 

Pc Graham Powell, a collision investigator, said there 
were no defects in the road, while vehicle examiner Robert 
Beals said the car had no problems. 

A toxicology report showed widower Mr Luscott-Evans 
had no alcohol or drugs in his system. A post-mortem by Dr 
Paul Geddy, confirmed he had suffered no medical emergen¬ 
cies before the collision. 

Worcestershire Coroner Geraint Williams recorded a 
verdict of accidental death at an inquest in Stourport on 
Friday. He said the cause of death was multiple injuries. 

Mr Luscott-Evans was vintage car enthusiat and had a 
Lea Francis and a Bean car.

Ghulam Namdar, who is 
the boss of the venue called 
Rose, said it could welcome its 
first customers as soon as this 
week. 

He said the building, for¬ 
merly Barclays Bank’s oppo¬ 
site Christ Church, has 
undergone a £250,000 
revamp since it was pur¬ 
chased in 2010. 

It will seat almost 150 
dinners and offer food from 
around the world -among 
which will be Indian, Chinese, 
Italian and Mexican. 

It emerged during the 
meeting at Dudley Council 
House that the authority had 
received two objections to the 
restaurant over fears of anti¬ 
social behaviour and a plan¬ 
ning issues. 

Despite this the licence was 
granted. 

A previous application for 
the former-bank to be turned 


into a pizzeria was con¬ 
demned by residents con¬ 
cerned over parked cars 
clogging up the high street. 

Chair of the committee 
Councillor Hilary Bills 
explained the decision, she 
said: “We did receive repre¬ 
sentations from two local res¬ 
idents who raised concerns of 
problems in the area which is 
nothing directly from the 
premises. 

“The other was a planning 
issue but this is not an issue 
for this committee to decide 
on. Therefore the application 
is granted.” 

Mr Namdar said after the 
hearing: “I’m delighted by 
this outcome. I bought the 
building in 2010 for around 
£250,000 and I’ve spent 
another £250,000 carrying 
out work to it. 

“The centre of Lye is a 
popular area for places to eat 
and I’m hoping to offer some¬ 
thing different.” 


Archer targets school

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Family call for crossing 


THE GRIEF-STRICKEN family 
of 53-year-old taxman Chris 
Clarke has called for a pedes¬ 
trian crossing to be installed 
on the busy main road where 
he was killed. 

Mr Clarke had crossed Pedmore 
Road in Brierley Hill almost every day 
for the last 16 years as he walked more 
than a mile to work at HM Revenue & 
Customs at The Waterfront, next to 
the Merry Hill shopping centre. 

But, last Friday he was hit by a car 
and suffered fatal head injuries, leav¬ 
ing his widow Dorretta, daughter 
Rebecca and son David heartbroken. 

Mrs Clarke, aged 51, of Lantern 
Road, Dudley Wood, Netherton, said: 
“I often used to walk to work with him 


because I’m a cleaner at Debenhams in 
Merry Hill I wasn’t on the 7am shift on 
Friday so wasn’t with him. 

“There are hundreds of people who 
cross that road every day from the 
nearby housing estate but the only 
crossing is at the top of Merry Hill 
lights, at the Quarry Bank end. 

Lights 

“There’s no crossing at the bottom 
end where he had to go over the road, 
which is several hundred yards away 
from the top lights. There should be a 
crossing somewhere along there.” 

Mr Clarke was looking forward to 
the birth of his first grandchild - and 
to a day out with his daughter at 
Sandown Park races the day after he 
died. Rebecca Clarke, aged 28, of Red- 
dall Hill Road, Cradley Heath, who 


also worked with her dad as an HMRC 
officer, said: “He loved horse racing 
and a pint of beer at Ma Pardoe’s in 
Netherton. He was really looking for¬ 
ward to going to Sandown with me - 
he’d written on his computer the time 
we had to set out and the postcode to 
get there.” 

Miss Clarke told how police, arrived 
at her home on Friday at 8.50am to 
give her the news of his death. 

“I was just about to go into work 
when the police came. I went with 
them to tell mum what had happened,” 
she added. It’s a big shock - it’s not 
like he’d been ill. He was very fit and 
did so much walking - you had to run 
to keep up with him.” 

Mr Clarke, who used to play bowls 
for Old Hill British Legion and The 
Woodman pub in Netherton. 


Officers round up horses 
seen loose on busy road 


POLICE in Dudley had to round up three 
horses seen roaming free on a busy road. 

The horses were first seen near to Rus- 
sells Hall Hospital just after 6am on Mon¬ 
day before making their way along Pensnett 
High Street. 

There were concerns the horses would 
cause havoc for motorists. 

Reports were posted on social networking 
site Twitter to warn drivers of the animals 
as they made their way along the route at 
around 7am. 

Police rounded up the horses and kept 
them on a patch of ground adjacent to 
homes along Pensnett High Street. 

An officer remained at the scene to keep 
an eye on the horses. A horse bailiff was 
called to pick up the animals from the 


ground, between the junctions of The Plan¬ 
tation and Corbyns Hall Lane, and take 
them to somewhere safe. 

The animals were not believed to have 
caused any significant traffic problems. 

Horses roaming on roads around Dudley 
borough have been a problem for many 
years and the area around Russells Hall 
Hospital is a hotspot. 

Recent figures revealed Dudley Council 
has spent around £150,000 rounding up the 
stray horses over the past two years. 

Officials from Dudley Council say they 
are committed to tackling the problem and 
are working with the RSPCA and police. 

Further talks are also being planned to 
discuss how to improve the welfare of strays 
seen grazing around the borough.

Disruption vow as 
as £4m works start 

A £4million project to replace 13 miles of ageing gas pipes 
in the Dudley borough is getting under way. 

National Grid will be carrying out work in Kingswin- 
ford, Lye and Wollaston during the next 12 months. 

Worn-out metal pipes are being replaced with new plas¬ 
tic ones in mostly residential streets. 

Bosses have pledged to keep disruption to a minimum 
and said they would ensure streets and driveways 
remained accessible during the works. 

An exact timescale for the programme of work has not 
yet been released by National Grid. 

Bosses say that, once in the ground, the new pipes will 
last at least 80 years and will need little or no mainte¬ 
nance. During the next 12 months, National Grid will be 
renewing more than 200 miles of gas mains across the 
West Midlands at a cost of £60m.

They have written to the 
Local Data Company asking 
their statisticians to come 
and re-evaluate their find¬ 
ings. 

The company said 32.4 per 
cent of shops were empty in 
Dudley town centre in its lat¬ 
est report - the highest num¬ 
ber for similar sized towns in 
the country. But council 
leaders were dismayed, say¬ 
ing the rating was actually 
around 18 per cent, based on 
its own surveys. 

They claim the firm, 
which analyses retail statis¬ 
tics use ‘outdated boundaries 
and flawed methodology’ to 
produce their reports. 

Deputy council leader, 
Councillor Shaukat Ali, who 
is also the borough’s regen¬ 
eration chief, said: “We don’t 
want to have one vacant unit 
in any of our towns and we 
are working hard to support 
existing businesses and to 
attract new ones into our 
towns. 

“However, the inaccurate 
figures that make big head¬ 
lines are not doing anyone 
any favours at all.” 

He added: “We hope they 
can come and work with our 
town centre officers to see 
what we are doing and to re¬ 
evaluate their boundaries 
and methodology in order to 
produce more accurate find¬ 
ings in the future.” 

The data company was 
unavailable for comment. 


Police given new powers on 
booze to combat problems 


New laws have been rati¬ 
fied to bring in a Designated 
Public Places Order, which 
enforces the ban making on¬ 
street drinking illegal. 

Councillors welcomed the 
move saying it was impor¬ 
tant to protect the image of 
Quarry Bank for visitors and 
shoppers. 

Consuming 

Under the order, police 
officers and police commu¬ 
nity support officers can ask 
anyone believed to be con¬ 
suming alcohol leading to 
anti-social behaviour to stop 
drinking and issue a £50 
fixed-penalty notice. 

Neighbourhood Sgt Dun¬ 
can Rudge, of West Midlands 
Police, said the force had 
heeded concerns from resi¬ 
dents wanting urgent action 
on the issue. 

“Local businesses and res¬ 
idents have been telling us 
that they are unhappy with 


street drinking, he said. 

“We have worked closely 
with Dudley Council to 
obtain this on-street drink¬ 
ing ban with overwhelming 
support from local busi¬ 
nesses and public houses.” 

The idea was put out to 
public consultation in 
December and received over¬ 
whelming support with 82 of 
84 responses backing the 
plan. There are already such 
zones in Halesowen, Stour¬ 
bridge, Dudley, Sedgley, 
Coseley, Woodsetton and 
Upper Gornal. 

Dudley Council’s licensing 
committee chairman, Coun¬ 
cillor Hilary Bills, added: 
“The council has received 
applications for alcohol bans 
for many different areas 
across the borough in recent 
years. The council takes 
these police applications very 
seriously.” 


POLICE have been granted new powers to 
seize alcohol and ban drinking in the streets 
around Quarry Bank to stamp out booze- 
fuelled crimes and anti-social behaviour. 

Residents and traders raised concerns with police about 
people drinking around the town centre and demanded rules 
be brought into curb boozing near shops and homes.

ftader with £100,000 
assets claimed benefits 


AN INTERNET trader from Hale¬ 
sowen claimed more £26,000 in 
benefits despite having savings of 
£100,000 in the bank and an 
income from his online deals, a 
court heard. 

Anthony Glidewell received £26,138 in 
Jobseekers Allowance, council tax bene¬ 
fit, carers allowance and income support. 
Wolverhampton Crown Court heard last 
week his original application for Jobseek¬ 
ers Allowance in 2005 had been legiti¬ 
mate but later reclaims had not been. 

He had traded in goods over ebay dur¬ 
ing the period - earning £9,747 in 2008, 
£18,885 in 2009, £19,865 in 2010 and 
£7,894 in 2011. 

Mr Howard Searle, prosecuting, said 
investigations had also uncovered savings 
of £100,000 in a Birmingham Midshires 
account. 

Glidewell, aged 46, of Bromsgrove 
Road, pleaded guilty at a previous hear¬ 
ing to four charges of failing to promptly 


notify a change in circumstances. The 
court heard the overpayments had been 
repaid, meaning there would be no con¬ 
fiscation proceedings. 

Glidewell was sentenced to a six-month 
community order with a supervision 
requirement. 

Mr Searle said: “Investigations 
revealed Glidewell had an income from 
buying and selling goods on ebay. He also 
had savings in bank accounts.” 

Notified 

Mr Andrew Hopes, def-ending, said: 
“He accepts he should have notified the 
necessary authorities about the income. 

“Originally he believed, as he was not 
working more than 16 hours a week trad¬ 
ing on the internet, it would not affect his 
benefit. 

“He is deeply regretful about the situ¬ 
ation he has put himself and others in. 

“He has cared for his mother since he 
was a teenager, and she has been very 
worried about what the outcome of this 
hearing will be.”

Scouts appeal on repairs 


SCOUTS have launched an 
appeal for support to secure 
funding to help make vital 
repairs to their headquarters 
in Stourbridge.

Archaeologists dig into 
past of cave house tiles 



RARE clay tiles dating back to 
at least the late 1800 s have 
been discovered in a restored 
cave dwelling in Kinver. 

As workers began to lay new flooring 
in the pantry at a house, known as Mar- 
tindale Caves, their shovels hit some¬ 
thing solid. 

After further investigation at the 
National Trust site, they unearthed 
around 20 original quarry tiles. 

Archaeologists and conservation 
experts are now being drafted in to 
examine the brown tiles, which each 
measure lOin by 10 in. 

Custodian of the row of sandstone 
hillsiderock houses Mike Parker said he 
was delighted by the discovery. 

He added: “We were hoping to lay 
some new quarry tiles, the discovery of 
the original ones under a thick layer of 
soil was completely unexpected and so 
much better. 

Surge 

“The National Trust will be consult¬ 
ing archaeologists and conservation 
experts to ensure that original floor 
tiles are properly looked after, and to 
discuss the potential for further explo¬ 
ration.” 

“The tiles remain in-situ for visitors 
to see in the pantry of the Martindale 
Caves. They were uncovered by Gavin 
O’Farrell and Andy Boo ton in what 
must have been a very unexpected 
day’s work,” he said. 

The attraction is enjoying a surge in 
visitors following the opening of the 
house, the second to be restored at the 
site. 

It underwent a £10,000 transforma¬ 
tion to return it to the way it would 
have been in the 1930s. 

Staff and volunteers said the 
dwelling has proven popular with visi¬ 
tors. The caves attracted around 8,500 
visitors between March and May last 
year. They are always on the look out

for new volunteers to lend a hand and 
show visitors around. 

Up to 11 families lived in the cave 
homes, which date back to the 18th 
century, and it is believed they came 
about in response to a housing shortage 
for employees of the Hyde Iron Works. 

Three levels of homes were con¬ 
structed in the rock, each with a 
bedroom and a separate living area. 
After the last two families moved out in 


pair. 

There is a team of 50 helpers who 
work in the tea room and as guides 
while the houses are open to the public 
on four days a week from March to the 
end of November each year.

Cadets join the Last Post 
ceremony at Menin Gate 


AIR cadets from the Midlands 
took an emotional trip to the 
war graves of Ypres to 
remember those who paid the 
ultimate sacrifice for their 
country. 

A group of 48 cadets aged 13 to 20 
visited the First World War battlefields 
of Belgium to find out more about the 
atrocities that took place there as a 
result of trench warfare. 

The trip was organised by 26-year- 
old Laura Croxford of the 223 Hale¬ 
sowen Squadron. She first visited the 
region when she was 16. 

She said: “I learnt so much from the 
trip that I wanted to take other young 
people to give them the same experi¬ 
ence. 

“It went fantastically well and the 
cadets had loads of great opportunities 
to learn about the history of World War 
One. I think it gave them some real

The group visited several war graves 
at Tyne Cot Commonwealth and 
Langemark Germany cemetery’s, as 
well as battlefields including Pond 
Farm, Hill 60 and the Death Trench. 
They also took part in the Last Post 
ceremony, where British soldiers who 
died at the Battle of Ypres have been 
commemorated every day at 8pm since 
July 1 1928. 

Cadet Sergeant Chloe Brown, of the 


223 Halesowen Squadron, laid a 
wreath on behalf of the Royal Air Force 
Cadets and the Royal British Legion. 

She said: “The trip was really 
thought provoking and made me think 
more about how young a lot of the sol¬ 
diers in World War One actually were 
and what they gave up for our future.” 

Cadet corporal James Alder of the 
2497 Cosford Squadron, also laid a 
wreath on the grave of his great uncle, 
Private Henry Charles Alder, who died 
on June 20 1917 aged 20. He is buried 
at the Mendinghem Military Cemetery. 

The cadets are now planning 
another trip to mark the 100th 
anniversary of the start of the First 
World War. 

Miss Croxford added: “We will defi¬ 
nitely run the trip again as the cadets 
were so enthusiastic afterwards.”

Locals struggle to come 
to terms with their losses

I uck, grime and endless 
misery - those are the three 
things we’ll take away from 
watching The Village, the BBC’s 
relentlessly grim drama set in the 
Peak District in the early part of the 
20th century. 

That description may sound as if 
we’ve hated every minute of the six- 
part series, but that’s just not true - 
it’s been a masterclass in acting, with 
some amazing stories and 
characters. But boy, a little escape 
from the drudgery every now and 
then would have been nice. 


“Life is a struggle for them and they 
scrape by and the marriage is quite 
strained due to the desperate 
situation,” says Maxine Peake of her 
character, Grace Middleton, and her 
family. 

This week, the plot moves on to 
1920, and the Great War has been 
over for two years - but the village’s 
residents are still counting the cost. 

After being locked up thanks to his 
status as a conscientious objector, it’s 
Eyre who notices the biggest 


differences, not just to the place itself, 
but the manner of his former friends 
and neighbours. 

Soldiers continue to return from 
their duties overseas and expect to 
immediately settle into their old lives 
by going back to their factory jobs, 
little realising that the women who 
took their places have no intention of 
giving them up and have, in fact, 
joined a union. 

Bert, now 18, invites his old teacher 
to stay with the Middletons, but it isn’t 
a happy visit thanks to the tension 
caused by Joe’s death - and the 
unveiling of the local war memorial 
doesn’t improve the mood either. 

Grace learns that her son’s name 
won’t be added to the list of the 
‘glorious dead; while Margaret 
discovers that her boy’s body won’t 
be coming home. 

So, it’s clear that Maxine’s 
character still can’t find happiness. At 
least the actress herself was more 
than happy to be involved with the 
project. 

“I’ve never filmed in the Peak 
District before,” she explains. “It’s 
such a beautiful part of Britain, which 


I think gets slightly overshadowed by 
the Lake District when people think of 
Northern beauty spots. 

“When I was around 10,1 used to 
go to a Unitarian church and they 
had a hostel in Little Hucklow. We’d 
have breaks there going walking and 
pot-holing. I’d forgotten how 
breathtaking the scenery was until I 
started filming.” 

Despite having fun on set with 
co-stars such as John Simm and 
Juliet Stevenson, she’s enjoyed 
getting back to the comforts of 2013 
after filming: “We shot quite a few 
scenes with gas lamps and candles 
as the only source of light. It was a bit 
tricky doing certain scenes when you 
couldn’t see the other actors you 
were talking to! 

“Given the cold wet weather, an 
electric blanket would have been 
nice. Hot water bottles were my 
saviour when we were filming scenes 
in bed.” 

This is the last in the current series, 
and many more are planned so that 
the story of the Middletons is brought 
right up to date - here’s hoping it 
won’t be long before it’s back.

Vauxhall's convertible looks a winner

IT’S not hard to see where Vauxhall 
would like to be on the ladder of 
automotive desirability... on the 
rung below Audi, you’d guess. 

Vauxhall’s new, big four-seater Cascada con¬ 
vertible is the latest in a recent onslaught of 
new models, all aimed at giving the brand a 
more glossy feel for potential punters. 

We’ve seen recent launches for the 
petrol/electric Ampera, medium-sized SUV 
Mokka and chic and small Adam. 

The first will sell in tiny numbers, with the 
Adam finding tough opposition from Fiat and 
Mini and only the Mokka likely to make it high 
up the charts.

And now comes the Cascada, Spanish for 
waterfall (or the pop group representing 
Germany at the 2013 Eurovision Song 
Contest), which is predicted to sell only a 
couple of thousand here each year.

down (an action that takes a mere 17 seconds 
in either direction). 

More look-at-me pulling power, for instance, 
than the smaller Audi A5 Convertible, which 
also costs nearly £8,000 more than the least 
expensive Cascada. 

Now, that may not matter a jot to an Audi 
buyer, who would not even mention a Vauxhall 
in the same breath, but it sure matters to the 
seller of the Cascada, keen as moutarde to give 
the brand a bit of upmarket chic. 

Cover over the badge and you’d never guess 
the car costs from a modest (in large convert¬ 


ible terms) £23,995. Even under a watery 
English sky it looks terrific; utterly up to 
posing on the quayside at Monte Carlo among 
the inevitable Porches... and Audis. You’d 
never guess it’s a stablemate for the humble, 
company car park favourite, the Insignia. 

Swathes 

At least, not until you slipped inside, where 
ou discover it now becomes an Insignia in all 
ut name, with added swathes of nicely 
stitched leather to disguise thing a bit. That 
didn’t stop the test car, a £26,095 version with 
the smallest engine available (1.4 litre petrol) 


having the most comfortable driver’s seat I’ve 
enjoyed in living memory, thanks to a myriad of 
adjustments, heating and handsome leather 
facings. Eat your heart out, Audi. 

Giving the Cascada a fabric roof has saved 
valuable weight over the folding metal contrap¬ 
tions that briefly shone in this sector. It’s good 
to look at, works up to 30mph and produces no 
more noise than the fixed covering you might 
find in an Insignia. It does compromise boot 
space, leaving a long, thin slot for luggage when 
its folded away (all that fabric has got to go 
somewhere). The rear seats fold down to give 


lots more room with the roof in place. 

Losing the rigidity of a fixed roof means, 
despite extra body strengthening, the Cascada 
wobbles gently on bad road surfaces, but it’s not 
going to be a problem for owners who won’t 
mind the trade off if it means hours basking in 
top-down sunshine. 

A 2.0 litre diesel (£25,495) is expected to be 
the biggest seller in a range that tops out at 
£29,080 for a pumped up version of the same 
engine. The 1.4i Elite version’s modestly pow¬ 
erful petrol unit was quiet and smooth but need 
a good prod to produce much action.

SUPER scoreline. Fabulous tim¬ 
ing. Perfect day. 

Steve Clarke continues to set Albion’s 
targets higher and higher, writes Steve 
Madeley. 

Yet on Saturday evening, it was hard to 
believe life as a Baggies fan could get much 
better than this. 

With an impeccable sense of occasion, the 
swashbuckling Albion of autumn made a 
long-awaited reappearance to ensure a 
record-breaking, history-making afternoon 
on the south coast. 

It was a fine performance with which to 
rewrite Baggies record books. 

But the fact that more than 3,000 travel¬ 
ling fans were present to witness their team’s 
return to form, made the day so much more 
special. And of course, events at Molineux 
helped, too. 

Trekked 

The travelling Albion fans mocked their 
neighbours mercilessly as they watched their 
own side tear apart an in-form Saints side 
with a performance reminiscent of those 
heady days at the start of the season when 
Clarke’s men were third in the table and 
dreaming of Europe. 

For the striped army that trekked to 
Hampshire, it was a dream cocktail of events 
that made their day more memorable than 
they dared to imagine when they departed 
the West Midlands early on Saturday 
morning. 

Granted, it could have been even better. 
There were collective groans when Totten¬ 
ham equalised at Wigan to take a little of the 
heat off Villa in the Premier League relega¬ 
tion battle. 

There was a modicum of frustration as 
Romelu Lukaku missed a handful of good 
chances to ensure Albion’s own game 
remained in the balance much longer than it 
should have. And Marc-Antoine Fortune’s 
stupid sending off - one of three on the day - 



marred the success just a little. But there 
were very few travelling fans whose glasses 
were half-empty come 5pm on Saturday. 

Because, as away trips go, this one was 
pretty flawless for the long-distance support¬ 
ers, 2,000 of whom had gone to St Mary’s free 
of charge thanks to the Baggies’ annual 
coaches offer. 

And statistically, it was a red-letter day for 
their club, too. The records have been on the 
cards for weeks so it was little surprise when 
they eventually arrived. 

But their predictability does not make 
them any less impressive for Clarke and Co. 

A club-record 14th Premier League victory 
in a season ensured Albion’s highest ever 
points total since the top flight was 
rebranded, and all with four matches to 
spare.
